ea, Land, freſh-waters, and elſewhere; And whereas by the 
See de er, {| laid Treaty of Peace all Acts of Yoſtility are to ceaſe on both ſides 
tmmediatelyatcer publication therof, as well upon p Sea, as at Land, Rivers,#+ Freſh= 
waters, and whatgver ſhall be taken by the one from the other after the laid Publica⸗ 
tion, ſhall well and*truly be reſtozed; And all Letters of Marque and Repziſal to be 
recalled and made void. We have thought fit to make Publication, as We do by theſe 
pꝛeſents, of the afozeſaid Treaty and Agreement; and do hereby ſtrictly charge and 
require all perſon and perſons, ot what degree, quality and condition they, oꝛ any of them 
be, belonging to this Common-wealth, to take notice therok, and confoꝛm themſeives 
actoꝛdingly. And in further perkoꝛmance of the ſaid Treaty on Dur part, We do by 
theſe pꝛeſents require and enjoin all Ships of War, and others belonging to the 
State, oꝛ particular perſons ſet fozth upon pꝛivate Commiſsions, oz other wile, to ob⸗ 
ſerve the laid Agreement. And to the end none may pꝛetend ignoꝛance thereof, the Com⸗ 
milsioners of the Admiralty are hereby required ta give eſtectual notice of the pꝛemiſles 
to all the ſhips of War of this Commonwealth, either at Sea oꝛ in Poꝛt. And the 
Judges of the High Court of Admiralty are alſo by virtue of thele pꝛeſents fozth- 
with to call in, upon their ſeveral Securities given in that Court, all luch Ships as 
have been ſet foꝛth upon pꝛivate Commilsions againſt any of the people oz Subjects of 


France.
